towed ſome Merit, and, when rightly underſtood; 


be thought worthy of the fayourible Regard of all 


penerous and well-diſpoſed Chriſtians, 

Praiſe given to a public-ſpitited Man is not only 
Matter of Juſtice, but of pubſic Utility: His Hiſtory 
carries along with it a moral Leſſon, and the Juſtice 
done to his Memory gives Encouragement tb the 
like Virtues: His Example muſt ohe way or other 
affect all, for whom it cannot inſtruct it will upbraid. 
On this Head we could ſpeak much to the Praiſe of 
Dr Bray, as a Perſon moſt eminent and exemplary 
in his Age for a truly Apoſtolical Zeal, as the Pro- 
jector or Promoter of almoſt “ every Scheme for the 


Propagation and Improvement of Chriſtianity. But 


it is ſufficient for our preſent Purpoſe to conſider only

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thofe two Points, in the Man agement of 8 
ire immediately intereſted : viz. The making 
Proviſion ſor Parochial Librartes, and For 
the Converſion of the Negroes in the Brit 
Plantattons. 

In the Year 1696, Dr Bray was called out by the 
Biſhop of London, and appointed Commiſſary of 
Maryland, for the Eſtabliſhment and better Regula- 
tion of Church Affairs in that Province. 

Whilſt he was engaged in this Employment, the 
firſt Thing that occurred to his Thoughts were the 
Difficulties and Diſcouragements under which the 
Clergy in that Country laboured, and the Means by 
which they might be removed or leſſened: He con- 
ſidered that a competent Proviſion of Books was ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary, and that for want of theſe the End 
of their Miſſion was often diſappointed. Accordingly 
his ficſt Atrempt was to remedy this Defect: He re- 
| preſented the State of the Caſe to the Engl; % Biſhops, 
geſiring their Aſſiſtance and Encouragement in procur- 
ing Parochial Libraries for the Uſe of the Miſſionaries. 
His Endeavours met with great Succeſs: many Li- 
braries were founded, not only in Marylang, but alſo 
in many other Provinces on the Continent, and even 
in ſome of the American Iſlands, and the Factories in 
Africa, and in the Eaft Indies : and their Preſervation 
was inſured by ſolemn Acts of Aſſembl y. 

While he was thus buſied in ſoliciting Benefactions 
for eſtabliſhing Libraries in the Plantations, he often 
met with Antwers, to this Effect: Thar we Hap 
POOR CURES AND POOR MINISTERS ENOUGH I Ex G- 
LAN, AND THAT CHARITY SHOULD BEGIN AT HOME. 
The Doctor, zealous to do Good in every Way, took 
Advantage of this Diſpoſition, and improved it to 
the good Purpoſe of ſounding Parochial Libraries in 
England 

This Scheme alſo met with ieee Many 
Libraries were. tounded in ſeveral Dioceſes of this 
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DT, 
Kingdom: and by public Authority Proviſton was 
made for their Security and Preſervation. An Act of 
Parliament paſſed in the Seventh Year of Queen Aune, 
entitled, An Act for the better Pre.ervation of 
Parochtal L'b: artes in that a t of Great Bri- 
tain Called England. For this Depoſitum every In- 
cumbent is made accountable to his Ordinary: the 
Poſſeſſion is moreover ſecured from Miſapplication 
or Embezzlement by a parliamentary Proviſon. 

The Expediency of this BenefaCtion is too obvicus 
to need any laboured Proof. =: 

By Mr E#on's Computation, made upon the Re- 
turn of Small Livings to be diſcharged from Firtt- 
Fruits and Tenths, it appeared that the Number qua- 
lified to receive the Queen's Bounty was near Six 
thouſand, of which there are ſtill Three thouland un- 
der Forty Pounds a Year. Now it is evident that 
the Incumbents of ſuch poor Livings mult neceſſarily 
labour under a Want I Books, the ordinary Means 
of Knowledge; and we need not point out the bad 
Effect of ſuch Want with'tegard to the People com- 
mitted to their Care; the Caſe of both is truly pitia- 
ble, and calls for out charitable Aſſiſtance. 

The ASsoctaTEs have no certain Fund for the 
Support. of this laudable Deſign : it hath however 
been carried on to the great Advantage of many Pa- 
riſhes, by the voluntary Contributions of ſome pious 
Benefactors. And in Confidence that when the Na- 
ture of it is more univerſally known they will meet 
with greater Encouragement, . they beg Leave to ac- 
quaint the Public, that there is a Repoſitory for Do- 
nations of this kind under the Sanction of an Act of 
Parliament, and to aſſure them that they who are in- 
veſted with the Truſt, are careful to make the moſt 
proper Application of every Bent faction that comes 
to their Hands. And as they are bold to repreſent 
their Wants, ſo they would humbly propoſe a Means 
of Supply, which they conceive will be found obvi- 
Rs ous 
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eus and eaſy. They want Books; — Of what Kind? 
And for what End? They want not a complete 
Collection, or Books for Ornament or Curioſity, but 
Books for Neceſſity and Uſe: Books of uſeful Know- 
ledge in any of the common Branches of Learning, 
but more eſpecially in Divinity, will be thankfully 
accepted. They take the Liberty to apply in this 
public manner to thoſe Gentlemen who have large 
Libraries, deſiring them to conſider how eaſily, out 
of their Abundance, the preſent Exigency may. be 
ſupplied. Have they a Duplicate of any good Book ? 
Have they an Edition leſs valuable? Have they 
Parts of Works imperfect, or any odd Volumes ?— 
All theſe, which they eſteem of little Value, and often 
throw away, would here be applied to good Purpoſe; 
and they would become Benefactors to the Public at 
a {mall Expence to themſelves. If this Conſideration 
had its due Weight, and the Superfluiries of the greatet 
Libraries were transferred into this Repoſitory, out 
of the Variety of Books of different Kinds thus gra- 
dually collected, very uſeful Parochial Libraries 
might be formed; and Dr Bray's Aſſociates would 
in the beſt manner thank their Benefactors, by mak- 
ing a proper Application of the Benefit. 
It is to be obſerved, that the Libraries are of two

neighbouring Clergy as well as of the Miniſter. 


As the Benefit of this latter is more extenſive; 
the Aſſociates think themſelves more eſpecially inte- 
teſted in promoting this Scheme, and ſecuring it from 
every Abuſe: With this View they have drawn = 
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8 Set of Rules which are publiſhed, and ſubmitted to 
the Reader's Judgment. See AppENDIx, No J. 
As they make their Application to the Public for 
the farther Encouragement of this Undertaking, they 
think themſelves obliged to give an Account of the 
Progreſs they have made in this Branch of their De- 
ſigns, which the Reader will find in the APppENDIx. 
By this Account it will appear that the AssociAr us 
have done ſome Good, to ſay the leaſt, with their 
ſlender Stock. If that Good ſhould be thought in- 
conſiderable, it ſhould alſo be remembred that it; was 
all they were able to do; and it is hoped that they 
who wiſh well to the Deſign will be diſpoſed to re- 
lieve that Inability, which no religious Man can look 
upon without ſame Concern. 


With Regard to the other Branch of their Truſt, 
he Converſion of the Negroes in the 3ri- 
tic Plentations, — the Caſe ſtands as followeth.— 
DrBray had, by the many known Inſtances of his Zeal 
for the Propagation of Chriſtianity, recommended 
himſelf to the Eſteem of Mr D' Alone, private Secre- 
tary to King William. This pious Gentleman be- 
queathed a certain Proportion of his Eſtate to Doctor 
Bray and his Aſſociates, towards ereding a Ca- 
pital Fund or Stock for Cenverting the Ne- 
groes in the Bri: Plantations. This Bequeſt 
amounted to the neat Sum of Nine hundred Pounds, 
and was immediately veſted in South Sea Annuities. 
By a Feoffment made by Dr Bray before his Death, 
as well as the Tenor of his Laſt Will, this Truſt was 
devolved on the AssociATES : and their Authority 
was farther confirmed by aDecree in Chancery, 1731. 
Out of the Intereſt of this Fund an annual Stipend 
was paid for ſeveral Years towards the Support of a 
Catechiſt to teach the Negroes in Georgia: But the 
ſtrong Prejudices which adult Negroes retain in fa- 
| | | 85 ; | your 
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your of their own Superſtition; the lively Refentment 
they feel for the Loſs of their Liberty and native 
Cage, and the continual Labours they are forced 
to undergo, together with their intire Ignorance of 
our Language, proved almoſt inſuperable Obſtacles 
to their Inſtruction; hereupon tbe AssoctaTEs find- 
ing their Endeavours in this Way ineffectual, thought 
it adviſeable to turn their Attention to the Instruction | 
of the Negroe Children, who being born and educat- 
ed in our Colonies, and underſtanding our Language, 
may as eaſily be taught the great Truths of our holy 
Religion as white Children of the ſame Age, and 
where it might be reaſonably! hoped that the good 
Seed ſown will take deep Root, and jn due Time, 
with God's Bleſſing, bring forth a plentiful Harveſt. 
With this View Schools for Negroe Children have 
been opened in different Provinces of America, under 
the Care and Inſpection of worthy Perſons, ho have 
charitably engaged to ſee that the Children be pro- 
perly inſtructed in the Principles of true Religion, 
and that the great and neceſſary Duties of Obedience 
and Fidelity to their Maſters, Humility and Con- 
rentedneſs with their Condition, be Naur impreſſed 
on their Minds. 

The good Succeſs they have met with in this At- 
tempt, and the Proficiency which the Children have 
made in the Schools already opened, ſo far as it hath 
been notified to the Ass0CiATES (ſee APPENDIX, No 
II.) have determined them to proceed in augment- 
ing their Number, with all the Expedition that the 
Nature of the Undertaking will admit of; not in the 
leaſt doubting bur the good Providence of Gop will 
furniſh them with Supplies in Proportion to their 
Exigencies. The Object of their Care is very ex- 
tenſive * as well as important, and requires much

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ſo inconſiſtent with the Chriſtian Character, and ſo 
contrary to the Rules of good Policy, as well as 
Piety? — But, if there be any Senſe of Chriſtianity, 
any Zeal for its Propagation, it is to be hoped that 
this Scheme of inſtituting Negroe Schools, as a Means 
in order to the End, will meet with due Encourage- 
ment. It behoves Men to conſider what is the Will 
of God in this Caſe? but this ſeems to be ſufficiently 
declared: For if he that was born in a Man's 
„ Houſe, and he that was bought with his Money, 
„ mul? needs be circumciſed under the Law, does 
* not common Senſe tell us that he ought to be bap- 
te tized under the Goſpel ?? Baptiſm is now the Seal 
of the Chriſtian Covenant, ſubſtituted in the room 
of Circumciſion: The Reaſon or Obligation in one 
Caſe is the ſame as in the other. Why this Privilege 
ſhould be denied to any Member of the Family, is 
hard to conceive; it might rather be imagined that 
every Maſter ſhould be deſirous to have his Slaves 
Chriſtianized; in Point of Intereſt as well as Duty; 
inaſmuch as Civility of Manners and Fidelity of Ser- 
vice, are the ordinary Effect of Chriſtian Principles. 
— Tt were indeed to be wiſhed that every Planter 
would conſider himſelf as a Patriarch, the Head of 
a large Family in a ſtrange. Land ; And as he is 

placed in ſimilar Circumſtances, that he all look 
up to the Father of the Faithful, and from the Ex- 
ample of his Picty take a Rule for his Direction, 
while in his Reward he peronives a Motive for his 
Encouragement.

L RULES preſcribed by the Act of 
Parliament for the better Preſervation of 
PAROCHIAL LIBRARIES. 


I. HAT the Orders and Rules of the Foun- 

ders ſhall be obſerved and kept. 

2. That every Incumbent is to enter into ſuch Secu- 

rity by Bond, or otherwiſe, for the Preſervation of 
the Library, and due Obſervance of the Rules and 
Orders, as the Ordinary ſhall think fit. 


3. That the Libraries are to be viſitable by the 

Ordinary or his Commiſſary, or Official, or ſuch 
Perſons as he ſhall appoint, or the Archdeacon, 
or his Official or Surrogate, by his Direction, who 
ſhall have free Acceſs to the lame, at any Time 
to be by them appointed. 

PT. 4. That 
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4 That every incumbent, Rector, Vicar, Miniſter, 


or Curafe, thall make a Catalogue of all Books in 


ſuch Libraries as ſhall be delivered to him, within 


Six Months after he ſhall receive ſuch Library. 


That the Miniſter, within Six Months after Ad- 
miſſion, ſhall make a new Catalogue of all Books 


remaining or belonging to the Library, and ſhall 
ſign the Catalogue 'thereby acknowledging the 
Cuſtody and Poſſeſſion of the ſaid Books, which 
Catalogue is to be delivered up to the Ordinary to 
be kept or regiſtered in his Court.

HE Reverend Mr Auchmuty, in a Letter FRY 

May 18, 1762, informs us, That ſince he 
wrote laſt the School has been completely full, and 
ſo continues; Two or Three of the old Ones, being 
grown up, and well inſtructed, have left it, and 
others have ſupplied their Place. Such is the Re- 
pute the School is now in, that no ſooner is there a 
Vacancy but ſeveral Candidates offer. As to the 
Improvement of the Children in Spelling, Reading, 
Sewing, &c. it is as great as can be expected. They 
conſtantly attend divine Service on the Lord's Day. 
When catechiſed, they anſwer extremely well, and 
are likely to prove an Ornament to our moſt holy 
Religion. 

In another Letter, dated Ogiober 18, 1762, alter 
he has given an Account of the flouriſhing Condi- 
tion of the School, the Proficiency of the Scholars, 
and the Care and Diligence of the Miſtreſs, he adds, 
that Seven had left the School, and Seven new ones 
had been received in their Stead. That as moſt of 
them are perfect in their Prayers and Catechiſm, he 
purpoſed beginning Lewis's Expoſition with ſome of 
them, and alſo to have them inſtructed in Pſalmody; 
in both which he makes no doubt but they will ſoon 
become Proficients: and that it gives him great 
Pleaſure to obſerve the Progreſs they have made, 
which is equal to what the moſt ſanguine Friend to 
the Undertaking could expect for the Time.

The Reverend Mr Marmaduke Brown, Miniſter of 
Newport, faith in a Letter dated November 29, 1762, 
that he had agreed with a Miſtreſs to inſtruct Thirty 
young Negroes for 20 C. Sterling a Year. She is a 
ſober, well diſpoſed Woman, ſufficiently qualified 


for the Buſineſs ſhe undertakes: ſince the opening 


of the School, which was in October, twenty one 
Children have been admitted, and he hopes in a lit- 
tle Time to have the Number completed. The 
Shortneſs of the Time, he obſerves, doth not allow 
of any conſiderable Progreſs being made by the 
Scholars, but .he can already diſcover ſome good 
Effects in the Manners and Behaviour of the Chil- 
dren; and adds, You may depend on my Readi- 
_ © neſs to comply with every Thing requeſted of me 
by the AsS0ctaTEs; and I do really conſider it as 
* an happy Circumſtance, that by their Means I 


may become more uſeful in enlightning the poor 


“ Negroes than I otherwiſe could be.“

Robert Carter Nicholas, Eſq; of Williamſburgb, in 
a Letter dated June 23, 1762, writes, I have had 
the Number of Children augmented to 30, as you 
e defired; the Miſtreſs is very diligent, and I am in 
* Hopes we ſhall be able to give You ſoon an agree- 
able Account of the Progreſs they make under her 
Care.“ And by another Letter dated September 
30, 1762, and figned by Robert C. Nicholas, Eſq; 
and the Reverend Mr Yates, we are informed, that 
the School at Williamsburgh is full, containing 30 
Children: — That at a late Viſitation they were pretty 


much pleaſed with the Scholars Performances, as 


they rather exceeded their Expectations. And we 
have the Pleaſure to hope, that from theſe ſmall 
Beginnings they will ſoon advance to great Profi- 
[LES P 9 4 | cCiencies, 
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eiencies, as they are intruſted to the Care of very 
worthy and judicious Inſpectors, who have drawn 

uh a Set of excellent Rules for their Government and 
Inſtruction, which hereafter we may think fit to 
publiſh, for the Uſe of ſuch Schools in other Parts 
of America. 

The Reverend Mr Rhonnald, Miniſter of Norfolk, 
to whom Propoſals\were ſent laſt Year for eſtabliſh- 
ing a Negroe School in that Borough, in a Letter 
dated 6 September 27, 1762, ſays, he thinks it impoſſi- 
ble to find a Perſon duly qualified to teach 30 Ne- 
goo for J 20 Sterling a Year, (the Stipend allowed 

y the Aſſociates) and therefore he forbore' proceed- 
ing until he received further Inſtructions. He offers 
to ſubſcribe annually 57. Currency towards the Sup- 
port of this pious Deſign ; but even this Addition 
will, he ſays, be far from ſufficient, The Aſſoci- 
ates therefore have for the Preſent poſtponed their 
Deſign of having a School at Norfolk. | 

The Reverend Mr Boucher, of King George County, 
in a Letter dated December 31, 1962, ſays,” he finds 
it impracticable to comply with the Deſires of the 
Aſſociates by opening a School in any Part of his 
Pariſh,. by reaſon that the Inhabitants live at ſuch 
great Diſtances from each other, that he knows not 
a Place in his whole Pariſh where he could fix a 
Miſtreſs within 5 or 6 Miles of 30, or even of 20 

4 Children of a proper Age to be admitted. Hows 
| ever, he ſhall do his utmoſt to promote the ſpiritual 
WW. Welfare of the poor Negroes in his Pariſh. ' He 
ſays he had baptized upwards of 100 Negroe Chil- 
dren, and between 30 and 40 Adults, in "leſs than 
ſix Months. He returns his fincereſt Thanks to 
the Aſſociates for their Preſent of a Box of Books 
towards 2 Parochial Library, which will be of great 
Service to him and his Succeſſors.

The Reverend Mr Stewart, of Bath Town, in a 
Letter dated Auguſt 12, 1 762, ſays, The Deſign of 
having a Negroe School in his Pariſh was very fa- 
vourably received by the Inhabitants in general, 
many of whom promiſed to be Encouragers of this 
uſeful Inſtitution. He is fearful he ſhall ſcarce be 
able to conform to the Plan of the Aſſociates, by 
reaſon of the diſperſed Situation of the Inhabitants; 
however, when he hath found out a proper Miſtreſs, 
he will endeavour to have as conſiderable a Number 
of Children ſent to School as the Place will afford. 
He is of opinion that the good End propoſed would 
be more readily attained, were the Salary allowed, 
divided among three or four School-maſters, one at 
Bath, and the others in the Country; by this Means 
30 or 40 Children might eaſily be inſtructed. The 
Schoolmaſters he would recommend are ſuch as keep 
public Schools for white Children, to whom it would 
be great Encouragement to have this ſmall Bounty 
from the Aſſociates. This Scheme being approved 
of, it hath been referred to Mr Stewart to proceed 
upon this or any other Plan which may beſt effect 
the good End propoſed. 

Wilmington, in this Province, having been re- 
commended as a Place very proper for a School, on 
Keesount of the conſiderable Number of Negroes 

there, 
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there, the Aſſociates have this Year directed Propo- 
ſals to be ſent for opening a School there for 30 
black Children, and hope the Deſign will be favour- 
ably received and judiciouſſy conducted. 


We ſuppoſe it is owing, to the. Fan reat Uncertainty 


of Correſpondence in Time of War, that no An- 
ſwers have been returned to Propoſals for Negroe 
Schools ſent laſt Vear to Zort Town, Virginia, and 
to Annapolis and Cheſter in Maryland; however, not- 


withſtanding this and various other Impediments, 


which have retarded, not to ſay in ſome Places pre- 
vented the Proſecution of this good Work; we have 
the Satisfaction to inform the Public, that, through 
God's Blefiing, FIVE Schools for the Inſtruction 
of young Slaves are already inſtituted, in which, 
according to our Plan, One Hundred and Fifty 
Children are inſtructed in the Principles and Duties 
of our holy Religion; and as our chief View is to 
imprint deeply on: tender Minds right Principles of 
Action, and to ſow the good Seed of the Word of 
God in their Hearts, vs kids and pray that Gop of 
his Mercy will pour upon them the continual Dew 
of his Bleſſing, that the Seed ſown may in due Time 
bring forth a plentiful Harveſt, that the Lives and 
Practice of theſe. poor Slaves may in their mature 
Age, be correſpondent to the Principles in which 
they are now inſtructed, that they may prove in- 
duſtrious faithful Slaves, pious and exemplary Chriſ-
